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►  ►  The  Coininenceinent  That  Will  Be 


►  ►  Two  Commencements  are  to  be  noted  as  June  2  ap- 
proaches on  College  Hill  —  the  Commencement  that  will 
be  and  the  Commencement  that  might  have  been.  It  would 
have  been  a  major  celebration,  befitting  the  IVith  annual 
observance,  and  it  is  not  hard  to  imagine  the  special  events 
and  class  activity  that  would  have  attended  it. 

But  3000  of  the  Brown  alumni  will  have  another  pre- 
occupation on  June  2,  and  other  alumni,  too,  will  have  war- 
time engagement  so  pressing  as  to  keep  them  at  their  jobs, 
even  it  they  are  not  in  the  military.  And  travel  restrictions 
and  rationing  will  further  minimise  the  gathering  on  the 
Hill.  But  there  will  be  a  few  reunions,  and  hundreds  of 
alumni  will  still  loin  the  tradition  march  down  to  the  First 
Baptist  Meeting  House  on  Commencement  Day — this  time 
to  enter  with  the  graduating  class  and  share  in  the  ceremony. 

Of  the  three  graduations  during  the  current  academic 
year,  the  June  Commencement  is  the  one  in  which  alumni 
participation  is  invited  by  the  University.  The  Autumn 
one,  following  Brown's  first  full-fledged  summer  term,  was 
given  over  largely  to  the  undergraduates  and  was  essentially 
the  Convocation  that  opened  the  new  semester.  The  Febru- 
ary one,  with  most  of  the  Class  of  1943  receiving  degrees 
at  that  time,  was  the  Seniors',  with  orators,  "Spring  Day", 
and  some  of  the  relics  of  social  activity  and  class  functions 
that  normally  come  in  June. 

►  When  the  alumni  are  invited  inside  the  Meeting 
House  on  Commencement  Day,  it  will  be  the  first  time  in 
many  years  that  it  has  been  possible  for  them  to  witness  the 
graduation  exercises.  Space  will  be  available  because  the 
graduating  class  will  not  be  large  (probably  fO  men  from 
the  College,  a  corresponding  number  from  Pembroke,  and  a 
few  candidates  for  advanced  degrees.)  President  Wriston 
will  be  the  speaker  of  the  occasion,  since  the  student  orations 
were  given  in  February. 

As  usual  in  the  Commencement  exercises  baccalaureate 
degrees  will  be  awarded  by  President  Wriston  as  the  Seniors 
are  presented  by  Dean  Samuel  T.  Arnold  and  Dean  Mar- 
garet Shove  Morriss.  Candidates  for  advanced  degrees  will 
be  presented  by  Dean  R.  G.  D.  Richardson,  and  honorary 
degrees  will  be  conferred.  A  wartime  note  will  be  injected 
in  the  administration  of  the  oath  to  Seniors  who  then  he- 
come  commissioned  officers  in  the  Navy. 

Commencement  Day  will  begin  with  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Associated  Alumni  in  Sayles  Hall  at  9  o'clock.  Its  half- 
hour  program  will  include  announcement  of  election  re- 
sults, a  preliminary  report  on  the  Alumni  Fund,  and  other 
matters  of  especial  alumni  concern.  President  William  P. 
Burnham  '07,  retiring  from  office  at  the  end  of  his  two-year 
term,  will  present  his  successor. 

►  The  Commencement  procession  will  form  on  the 
Middle  Campus  at  9:30,  under  the  direction  of  E.  Tudor 
Gross  '01,  Chief  Marshal.  Mr.  Gross,  who  has  performed 
the  duties  of  Chief  of  Staff  for  many  years,  will  have  the

honor  attached  to  the  top  post  this  June,  as  he  also  did  in 
February.  He  was  recruiting  his  aides  and  class  marshals 
early  in  May. 

Since  the  alumni  are  invited  to  the  graduation  exercises 
and  will  there  hear  the  President,  there  will  be  no  Sayles 
Hall  meeting  in  the  afternoon  as  has  been  traditional.  Nor, 
because  of  rationing  difficulties,  will  the  general  alumni 
luncheon  be  held.  A  small  luncheon  will  he  given  by  the 
Corporation  to  the  invited  guests  of  the  University,  and  a 
few  modest  class  luncheons  are  anticipated. 

►  In  a  feature  of  the  Commencement  Day  the  two  Army 
Air  Forces  Metereological  Training  Detachments  at  Brown 
will  conduct  a  review  in  connection  with  the  ceremony  of 
retreat  at  4  o'clock  Commencement  afternoon  on  the 
Middle  Campus.  The  American  flag  at  the  University  is  in 
the  custody  of  these  units,  which  observe  daily  reveille  and 
retreat.  The  detachments  will  also  march  in  the  Commence- 
ment morning  procession  of  the  University,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  Arthur  B.  Campbell.  The  June  meeting  of 
the  University  Corporation  is  scheduled  for  that  afternoon 
at  2:30. 

Rev.  Arthur  Howe  Bradford,  D.D.,  minister  of  the 
Central  Congregational  Church  of  Providence,  will  deliver 
the  baccalaureate  sermon  this  year  in  the  service  to  be  held 
in  the  First  Baptist  Meeting  House  Sunday  afternoon.  May

Ceremonies  of  Class  Day  will  be  held  Tuesday  afternoon 
in  Faunce  House  Theatre,  followed  by  a  reception  and  tea 
dance  in  the  Art  Gallery.  Pembroke  will  observe  its  Class 
Day  Monday.  Dim-out  regulations  which  prevent  illumina- 
tion of  the  campus  conspires  with  the  small  number  of  grad- 
uates to  eliminate  the  traditional  open  air  dance  of  Class 
Night  again  this  June. 

►  While  m.'\ny  reunion  activities  have  been  cancelled  or 
curtailed,  this  phase  of  the  Commencement  season  will  not 
be  missing.  The  Class  of  1879  will  keep  intact  a  custom  of 
64  years'  standing  by  meeting  for  its  annual  luncheon.  Dr. 
Rose  C.  Monro  of  Boston,  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Walter 
B.  Munro,  will  be  host  to  the  class  at  272  Norwood  Ave., 
Edgewood,  on  Saturday,  May  29  at  1  p.  m.  Also  prominent 
on  the  reunion  schedule  will  be  the  luncheon  on  Commence- 
ment Day  for  the  "senior  alumni"  in  the  classes  up  to  1890. 
Frank  Hail  Brown  "85  is  chairman  of  the  committee  arrang- 
ing this  aifair  at  the  University  Club,  for  which  accommo- 
dations are  limited  and  reservations  must  he  made  well  in 
advance  of  the  actual  day. 

The  50-year  class  of  1893  will  hold  a  dinner  Tuesday 
night,  June  1,  at  the  Hope  Club,  with  breakfast  there  on 
Commencement  Day  as  well  according  to  its  annual  custom. 
At  the  class  tree,  which  the  men  planted  on  the  Front  Cam- 
pus 50  years  ago,  there  will  be  memorial  exercises  Tuesday 
at  4 :  .30  for  the  men  who  have  passed  on.  The  '93  committee 
includes:  President  Edward  B.  Aldrich,  Secretary  Robert 
M.  Brown,  Edward  H.  Weeks,  and  J.  D.  E.  Jones. 

Otherwise,  the  class  of  1923  seems  to  be  the  only  one 
which  will  have  an  overnight  reunion,  going  to  Cold  Spring 
House,  Wickford,  for  Saturday  evening  and  Sunday  under 
the  chairmanship  of  President  Norman  J.  Paaschc.  Other 
groups  are  contenting  themselves  with  a  dinner  or  breakfast 
for  local  alumni,  without  attempting  to  get  men  back  from 
a  distance.  Reunions  are  not  scheduled  for  any  of  the  most 
recent  classes  because  of  the  high  percentage  of  men  in 
service. 

►  The  25-ye.\r-cl.\ss  of  1918  has  called  off  its  big  reunion 
"until  a  more  appropriate  time."  In  so  doing,  1918  makes  a 
decision  similar  to  1917's  a  year  ago.  The  latter  proposes  to 
hold  its  biggest  and  best  reunion  whatever  the  anniversary — 
at  the  time  of  the  Commencement  which  follows  the  Vic- 
tory. Other  classes  have  indicated  that  they  will  join  in  such 
a  project,  and  what  a  Commencement  it  will  be.  Many  of 
the  classes  are  diverting  their  money  and  effort  from  reunion 
events  this  year  to  anniversary  campaigns  for  the  Brown 
Alumni  Fund,  which  has  stressed  the  University's  unusual 
needs  in  wartime.  1918  will  observe  its  25th  with  a  break- 
fast Commencement  Day  at  the  University  Club  at  7 :45. 

Of  all  reunions,  most  interest  attaches  itself  to  one  which 
is  scheduled  for  "somewhere  in  Africa."  Capt.  John  E. 
Flemming  wrote  the  Alumni  Office  to  confirm  the  Com- 
mencement date  so  that  eight  of  the  Brunonians  in  Africa 
might  celebrate  the  day  together.  They  will  not  be  alone 
among  the  3000  men  in  uniform  and  others  who  will  be 
thinking  of  Brown  and  the  Commencement  that  might  have 
been.  We  invite  their  nostalgic  plans  for  the  Commence- 
ment that  will  come  when  this  war  is  won. 


Men  on  a  Ballot  < 

►  ►  Brown  alumni  were  voting  this  month  on  candidates 
for  Alumni  Trustee,  general  alumni  officers,  and  a  member 
of  the  Athletic  Council.  Three  ballots  were  sent  out  in 
April. 

Particular  interest  attached  itself  on  the  selection  of  two 
from  a  field  of  six  nominees  for  Alumni  Trustee  in  the  first 
voting  under  a  new  agreement  between  the  Corporation 
and  the  Associated  Alumni.  For  the  first  time  the  election 
was  not  restricted  to  holders  of  degrees,  and  alumnae  of 
Pembroke  were  also  admitted  to  the  franchise. 

"Any  graduate  of  said  University,"  said  the  agreement, 
"including  any  holder  of  an  advanced  degree  in  course,  and 
any  person  who  has  ceased  to  attend  said  University  as  a 
student  after  an  attendance  of  not  less  than  four  semesters 
shall  be  eligible  to  vote.  Eligible  voters  shall  vote  for  not 
more  than  two  candidates,  and  the  two  candidates  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  the  nominees 
of  the  Alumni  for  Alumni  Trustees,  provided  that  the  num- 
ber voting  is  not  less  than  25%  of  the  number  of  holders  of 
degrees  in  course."

A  Fund  Variant  < 

►  ►  First  contributions  to  the  Alumni  Endowment  at 
Brown  University  have  been  received,  following  its  recent 
proposal  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Fund  and  its  estab- 
lishment by  the  Brown  Corporation.  Sharing  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  first  to  use  this  new  instrument  of  benefaction 
were  a  Providence  lawyer  and  a  Cambridge  clergyman,  both 
of  whom  mailed  checks  on  the  same  day.  Largest  was  a 
memorial  of  $1000  for  Henry  R.  Palmer  '90  made  by  his 
three  children,  all  Brunonians. 

Gifts,  especially  bequests,  to  the  endowment  of  Brown 
are  now  invited  in  the  same  way  that  the  Alumni  Fund  for 
nearly  30  years  has  invited  gifts  to  income.  The  Alumni 
Endowment,  in  the  opinion  of  Arthur  L.  Philbrick  '03, 
Chairman  of  the  Fund  Trustees,  provides  "a  medium 
through  which  the  modest  legacy  becomes  more  plausible 
and  useful."  He  describes  the  Alumni  Endowment  as  a 
permanent  fund,  held  and  administered  by  the  University  as 
a  part  of  its  general  investment  pool.  The  income  properly 
attributable  to  the  Alumni  Endowment  will  be  added  each 
year  to  the  ordinary  contributions  to  the  Alumni  Fund  but 
reported  separately. 

A  bequest  to  the  Alumni  Endowment  thus  will  earn  an 
annual  income  thereafter,  and  this,  added  to  the  Alumni 
Fund,  will  increase  by  so  much  the  Alumni  Fund's  unre- 
stricted gift  to  Brown. 

"The  Trustees,"  Mr.  Philbrick  said,  "believe  that  many  a 
Brown  man  will  wish  to  bequeath  to  the  university  through 
the  Alumni  Endowment  an  amount  sufficient  to  capitalize 
his  customary  contribution  to  the  Alumni  Fund,  continuing 
forever  his  belief  and  share  in  Brown's  well-being. 

"Experience  at  a  sister  institution  which  has  a  similar 
alumni  endowment  has  shown  that  its  alumni  no  longer 
hesitate  to  make  small  bequests,  through  a  mistaken  idea 
that  they  are  useless  or  unwelcome,  inadequate  for  specific 
purpose  or  overwhelmed  in  a  great  endowment. 

"The  Alumni  Fund  is  impressive  because  it  is  made  up 
of  hundreds  of  individual  gifts  which  might  not  otherwise 
have  been  made  to  Brown  University.  As  an  annual  con 
tributor  to  that  important  aggregate,  the  alumnus  realized 
that  his  money  has  a  power  it  would  not  seem  to  have  alone. 
Each  gift  encourages  other  giving  and  fortifies  the  result 
of  that  giving." 

The  Providence  lawyer  who  made  the  early  gift  to  the 
Alumni  Endowment  said  he  did  so  with  the  feeling  that  he 
was  creating  his  own  "memorial  gift."  "Ordinarily,"  he 
wrote,  "I  would  feel  that  the  principal  of  such  a  small  gift 
should  be  made  immediately  available  for  expenditure  for 
current  needs.  But  I  am  making  this  infinitesimal  addition 
to  endowment  for  a  sentimental  objective,  for  the  purpose 
of  perpetuating  my  annual  contributions  to  the  Alumni 
Fund."  i  i

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Transit  to  War  a

►  ►  Since  Pearl  Harbor  there  probably  have  been  more 
letters  of  recommendation  written  in  University  Hall  than 
during  all  the  other  171  years  of  its  entire  history. 

In  the  past,  letters  of  commendation  have  been  written 
for  men  applying  to  medical  schools,  to  law  schools,  for 
positions  as  teachers,  for  openings  in  industry  and  for  many 
other  purposes.  But  today  "s  increase  is  a  development  with 
the  war  and  a  result  of  Brown's  desire  and  attempt  to  help 
each  student  to  be  assigned  to  that  position  in  the  military 
effort  in  which  he  can  be  of  the  greatest  service  and  from 
which  he  will  derive  the  most  satisfaction.  Letters  of  recom- 
mendation are  being  written  for  each  student  as  he  leaves 
the  University,  letters  which  he  will  take  with  him  into 
military  service. 

The  end  of  February  a  letter  was  sent  by  Colonel  Herman 
Beukema,  Director  of  the  Army  Specialized  Training  Div- 
ision, to  inform  colleges  of  the  advisability  of  furnishing 
each  student  as  he  left  college  with  a  transcript  of  his  aca- 
demic record  together  with  a  statement  of  his  personal  quali- 
ties and  abilities.  Brown  had  already  embarked  on  such  a 
policy. 

It  was  started  for  the  undergraduates  enrolled  in  the 
Army  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  For  each  of  these  students, 
as  they  were  called  from  the  University  to  active  duty,  a 
letter  of  recommendation  was  prepared.  These  letters  con- 
tain statements  of  fact  regarding  the  individual's  academic 
history  and  background,  his  extra-curricular  interests  and 
hobbies,  undergraduate  employment,  and  also  mention  of 
his  outstanding  personal  qualities.  They  are  prepared  in 
duplicate,  signed  by  Dean  Samuel  T.  Arnold  '13,  and  given 
to  the  student  together  with  a  transcript  of  his  college  record. 
They  are  to  be  presented  when  the  man  reports  to  the  inter- 
viewing or  assigning  military  officers. 

In  the  request  from  Colonel  Beukema  for  information, 
special  interest  was  shown  in  live  personal  characteristics: 

1.  leadership — the  degree  in  which  he  influences  the 

opinions  and  actions  of  his  associates,  his  force 
of  personality. 

2.  intelligence — his  common  sense,  his  ability  to  reason 

soundly,  his  ability  to  grasp  new  ideas  quickly 
and  to  understand  new  instructions  readily. 

3.  sense  of  responsibility — his  attention  to  duty,  his 

ability  and  inclination  to  work  conscientiously 
and  with  thoroughness,  his  fidelity  to  duty,  and 
the  degree  to  which  reliance  can  be  placed  in 
him. 

4.  co-operation — the  degree  in  which  he  is  tempera- 

mentally inclined  to  work  with  others  rather 
than  self-defensively  as  an  individualist. 

5.  physical  stamina — his  energy  and  endurance,  his 

capacity  for  prolonged  and  severe  exertion 
without  undue  fatigue. 

►  Fortun.^tely  for  the  students.  Brown  had  already  been 
including  comments  regarding  these  very  qualities  in  the 
letters  of  recommendation.  When  a  boy  enters  the  Uni- 
versity a  large  amount  of  personnel  information  is  obtained 
by  Dean  Bruce  M.  Bigelow  '24  and  Mr.  Emery  R.  Walker, 
Jr.  '39  in  the  Admissions  Office.  Additional  information  is 
accumulated  in  his  personnel  folder  as  he  continues  as  an 
undergraduate.  From  this  and  from  personal  association 
it  is  possible  to  give  a  statement  for  each  young  man  so  as 
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to  help  the  classifying  officers  in  their  job  of  assigning  him 
to  the  branch  of  the  service  where  he  may  be  of  the  most 
benefit  to  the  country  and  to  himself. 

The  students  are  generally  grateful  to  have  such  an  inter- 
est voluntarily  taken  in  them  as  they  leave  college.  Both 
students  and  parents  have  written  to  express  appreciation 
and  the  hope  that  these  letters  will  be  of  assistance.  It  is 
too  early  to  judge  how  beneficial  these  letters  will  be.  But 
we  do  know  that,  if  a  soldier  has  the  opportunity  to  prepare 
for  a  commission  and  he  happens  to  be  in  Australia,  New 
Guinea,  Africa,  England,  or  even  later  in  Europe,  it  is  not 
a  simple  matter  to  obtain  a  transcript  and  letters  of  recom- 
mendation in  a  brief  space  of  time.  Receiving  these  cre- 
dentials upon  leaving  college  and  taking  them  with  him 
until  the  need  for  their  use  arises  will  save  many  a  worry 
and  many  a  disappointment  for  a  Brown  man  in  service. 
►  In  addition  to  the  letters  written  for  students  leaving 
Brown,  many  similar  letters  are  written  for  those  still  in 
college.  To  apply  for  any  of  the  reserves  in  the  Navy,  each 
candidate  has  been  required  to  present  three  letters  of  recom- 
mendation and  an  official  statement  from  the  University 
attesting  to  the  fact  that  he  is  in  good  standing.  Similar 
requirements  have  existed  for  the  Marine  Corps,  the  Signal 
Corps  in  the  Army  and  the  Air  Force,  including  Meteor- 
ology. For  students  who  are  in  no  reserve  and  who  are 
enrolled  in  one  of  the  several  scientific  fields  of  study, 
deferments  may  be  granted  by  the  draft  boards  providing 
the  proper  statements  are  furnished  by  the  University. 

All  this  has  increased  the  work  of  the  Dean's  staff  im- 
mensely. Each  one  in  the  department,  as  well  as  all  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Counselors,  is  seeing  students  daily 
and  giving  them  advice  which  may  direct  and  influence  the 
whole  course  of  their  lives.  Before  Professor  Edward  M.  J. 
Kretzmann,  Ph.D.  '36,  entered  military  service,  he  was 
devoting  most  of  his  time  to  advising  students  regarding 
their  plans  for  military  service.  Dean  Edgar  J.  Lanpher  '19, 
now  a  Captain  in  the  Air  Force,  was  also  assisting  them 
with  respect  to  their  draft  status.  Dr.  John  W.  Lederle, 
who  has  succeeded  Professor  Kretzmann,  is  now  largely 
responsible  for  the  dissemination  of  information  to  students 
as  to  the  opportunities  in  the  military  service.  In  this  work 
he  is  aided  by  Dean  Arnold,  Dean  Bigelow,  Mr.  Walker 
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and  Dr.  Charles  J.  Armstrong,  who  has  taken  charge  of 
the  duties  formerly  handled  by  Dean  Lanpher, 

Miss  Helen  L.  Urquhart,  Pembroke  '22,  the  Recorder  of 
the  University,  has  added  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  staff 
in  her  oifice  the  responsibility  for  preparing  the  transcripts 
for  both  undergraduates  and  graduates.  Quite  frequently 
telegrams  will  be  received  which  read  somewhat  as  follows: 
"Please  send  me  by  return  mail  a  statement  of  my  college 
record".  Miss  Urquhart  sees  that  these  requests  are  handled 
as  promptly  as  possible.  It  is  best,  however,  if  the  alumnus 
could  anticipate  the  need  for  these  statements  and  allow 
ample  time  for  their  preparation  and  transmission.  The 
transcripts  are  photographed  and  usually  require  two  days 
for  their  preparation. 

►  The  students  are  equally  appreciative  of  another  example 
of  interest  that  is  shown  in  them  by  the  University.  For 
each  student,  no  matter  how  long  he  has  been  enrolled,  who 
leaves  Brown  in  good  standing  to  enter  military  service, 
including  the  merchant  marine,  a  certificate  is  prepared 
and  sent  to  him.  This  certificate  signifies  that  he  has  been 
a  student  at  Brown  but  he  has  been  unable  to  complete  his 
academic  work  for  a  degree  because  of  service  to  his  country. 
It  reads  as  follows :

►  How  these  certificates  from  Brown  University  were  received  by 
the  men  in  service  may  be  surmised  hy  the  reading  of  some  sample 
quotations. 

"It's  a  bit  difficult  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
Corporation's  fine  gesture.  Suffice  it  to  say,  however,  that  I  was 
more  than  overwhelmed  —  and  that  it  brought  a  lump  to  my 
throat.  Most  of  all  it  made  me  think  of  how  much  I  had  gotten 
out  of  Brown  and  how  little  I  had  really  deserved  ...  I  was  lucky 
enough  to  have  been  assigned  to  a  fighter  squadron  so  am  flying 
the  Grumman  F4F  now.  The  way  things  look  it  won't  be  so  terribly 
long  before  I  will  be  out  with  the  fleet  trying  to  put  in  my  two  cents 
worth,  but  when  this  war  is  over,  if  I  find  myself  in  a  position  to 
do  so,  I  will  most  certainly  try  to  complete  the  work  for  my  degree." 

"Needless  to  say,  I  regret  having  been  unable  to  complete  the 
work  for  my  degree  but  this  certificate  at  least  is  second  best.  As 
you  say,  my  experience  in  the  Army  will  be  of  considerable  value  to 
me:  I  hope  I  am  just  as  valuable  to  the  Army." 

"I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  certificate  from  Brown  to  my  son. 
I  know  he  will  appreciate  the  thoughtfulness  behind  this  gesture. 
He  is  outside  of  the  country  now  and  we  did  not  forward  this  to 
him  but  it  will  be  waiting  for  him  when  he  returns  and  we  know 
he  will  always  treasure  it." 

"I  want  to  thank  you.  Dr.  Wriston  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  your  wonderful  interest  in  undergraduates  who  have  entered 
the  armed  service.  I  assure  you  it  has  brought  back  many  remem- 
brances of  the  pleasant  yet  brief  time  I  spent  at  Brown  and  makes 
me  even  more  desirous  of  returning  to  Brown  and  finishing  my 
education.    Let  us  hope  that  day  is  not  far  away." 

"The  certificate  and  recognition  of  time  spent  at  Brown  is  deeply 
appreciated  by  both  my  parents  and  myself  .  .  .  There  are  four 


Brown  men  at  the  Signal  Corps  School  where  I  am  stationed.  The 
highest  ranking  student  in  the  advanced  class  is  a  recent  Brown 
graduate  —  just  one  more  proof  of  the  fact  'you  can't  outshine 
Brown  men."  It  was  indeed  encouraging  to  receive  the  award  and 
I  shall  try  to  prove  worthy  of  it." 

"Stretching  somewhat  the  prerogatives  of  a  parent  over  a  minor 
child,  I  opened  last  week-end  the  small  carton  from  Brown  Uni- 
versity addressed  to  Jack.  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  step  taken  hy  the  University.  I  know  that  in  all  too  many 
cases,  where  boys  today  intend  to  return  and  finish  college,  this 
return  will  not  take  place.  In  such  cases  his  certificate  will  serve  as 
a  'sub-diploma.'  Needless  to  say,  he  hopes  and  plans  to  return  to 
Brown  when  the  fracas  is  over.  He  finishes  his  training  as  an 
Infantry  Officer  Candidate  about  June  1." 

"I  was  starting  the  second  semester  of  my  first  year  at  Brown 
and  just  beginning  to  find  out  what  was  going  on  when  the  Army 
ordered  me  out  on  active  duty.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  I  answer 
Brown  to  anyone  who  wants  to  know  what  college  I  went  to. 
I  believe  my  unit  is  going  into  active  operation  very  soon.  We  are 
getting  the  latest  equipment  so  the  entire  Battalion  is  happy  to  be 
able  to  do  its  little  bit  to  end  the  war." 

"I  will  never  forget  the  days  I  spent  at  Brown  and  hope  to  return 
again  when  the  clouds  of  war  have  passed." 

"I  can't  tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  the  diploma  in  recog- 
nition of  one  semester's  work  at  the  University.  I  hope  that  I  may 
return  to  Brown  after  the  war  is  over  and  resume  my  studies  where 
I  left  off  five  months  ago." 

"As  I  contemplate  returning  to  Brown  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  war,  I  also  appreciate  the  new  rules  allowing  me  a  financial 
credit  for  the  first  semester  after  my  return  to  the  University."    ^    i 

The  Danger  from  Gas 

►  Brown  University  has  been  designated  a  gas  identifica- 
tion centre  in  the  Rhode  Island  Civilian  Defense  Organiza- 
tion, it  was  announced  this  month  by  Professor  Norris  W. 
Rakestraw  of  the  department  of  Chemistry.  Professor 
Rakestraw  explained  that  Professor  W.  Walker  Russell 
and  he  would  work  together  with  a  group  of  students  to 
establish  the  local  organization  to  work  in  close  conjunction 
with  the  Civilian  Defense  Council  and  with  several  other 
centres  in  the  state. 

In  reference  to  the  use  of  gas  in  modern  warfare.  Pro- 
fessor Rakestraw  declared  emphatically  that  the  great 
danger  in  gas  warfare  is  not  with  the  gas  itself  but  from  the 
resulting  panic  and  confusion  where  the  people  are  not 
emotionally  ready  for  the  attack.  He  cited  the  last  war  as 
an  example  declaring  that  where  gas  was  used  the  fatalities 
were  relatively  slight  but  the  confusion  resulted  in  serious 
military  setbacks. 

He  intimated  that  gas  would  probably  not  be  used  alone 
if  it  were  used,  but  might  be  accompanied  by  high  explosives 
and  incendiary  bombs  so  that  fire-fighting  could  be  organ- 
ized only  under  the  greatest  of  difficulties. 

"Unless  our  civil  defense  organizations  have  been  care- 
fully schooled  in  preparation  for  gas  attacks,  such  attacks 
may  tangle  up  transportation  facilities  of  our  large  cities 
for  hours,  even  for  days.  Danger  from  gas  does  not  justify 
that  amount  of  confusion,"  Professor  Rakestraw  said.  ■< 

A  Judicial  Promotion 

►  Judge  Albert  L.  S.aunders  '02  is  the  new  Presiding 
Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Western  Norfolk  County, 
Mass.,  having  been  installed  last  January.  He  was  the 
appointee  of  Governor  Leverett  Saltonstall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Council. 

A  practicing  attorney  for  36  years  and  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Perr>',  Saunders  and  Cheney  in  Boston,  he  had 
been  an  Associate  Justice  for  more  than  a  decade.  Earlier 
in  the  war  he  served  as  chairman  of  his  draft  board,  just  as 
he  did  in  the  first  World  War.  High  in  Masonry,  he  is  also 
a  trustee  of  two  banks  and  former  moderator  of  the  town 
of  Medway.  i 
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Flying  in  This  Man's  War 

►  ►  Periodically  and  piecemeal,  we've  tried  to  tell  you  of 
some  of  the  Brunonians  who  are  flying  in  this  man's  war. 
Some  of  the  assignments  and  exploits  have  heen  cited  be' 
cause  they  were  so  unusual,  others  because  they  were  typical. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  the  readers  may  have  missed  the  ex- 
tent and  quality  of  what  Brown  aviators  are  doing.  This 
month  we're  combining  and  consolidating  a  bit,  covering  all 
the  theatres  if  we  can,  in  the  belief  that  you'll  be  impressed 
the  more. 

►  First  Brown  men  to  join  the  "Zero  Club"  were  probably 
Parker  S.  Dupouy  '.i9  and  David  McGovern  '.^7,  flight- 
classmates  at  Randolph  and  Kelly  Fields.  The  latter  went 
to  England  as  an  Air  Forces  observer,  the  former  joined 
Chennault's  American  Volunteer  Group — China-bound. 

It  wasn't  long  before  Dupouy 's  name  began  figuring  in 
the  cables  about  that  picturesque  AVG.  In  one  action  last 
April  when  18  of  27  Japs  were  shot  down,  Darrell  Berrigan 
of  the  UP  said,  "The  star  of  the  action  was  Parker  Dupouy 
of  Seekonk,  Mass.,  who  has  been  in  the  thick  of  every  big 
AVG  battle  over  Burma."  "Those  Americans  are  just  wiz- 
ards," said  an  RAF  observer.  "It  was  the  finest  flying  I've 
ever  seen."  The  month  before,  Daniel  DeLuce  of  the  AP 
told  how  the  engine  of  a  Zero  blew  up  like  a  firecracker  in  a 
dogfight  with  Dupouy.  Then  with  seven  other  Japs  hunting 
for  shots  of  him,  he  had  to  break  off  the  action  and  return  to 
the  field  to  reload  his  guns.  Only  one  bullet  penetrated  his 
cockpit,  although  the  whole  thing  had  started  when  he  and 
one  other  Flying  Tiger  jointly  attacked  a  wave  of  27  bomb- 
ers at  13,000  feet.  In  the  famous  Christmas  Day  battle  in 
1941,  Dupouy  lost  four  feet  of  his  Tomahawk's  wing  while 
getting  his  first  Zero  but  returned  safely.  Liberty  Magazine 
made  a  lot  of  that  episode  and  other  exploits  in  two  articles 
last  summer.  It  told  of  Vice-Squadron  Leader  Dupouy  and 
12  others  of  Hell's  Angels  Squadron  going  up  after  HO  Jap 
planes,  getting  at  least  40  (at  $^00  bonus  each,  the  author 
said).  After  that  one,  "Dupouy 's  P-40  surely  looked  like  a 
honeycomb."  He'd  joined  the  AVG,  his  mother  said,  "to 
get  action  and  be  with  his  friends." 

And  if  David  McGovern  was  received  by  the  King  and 
Queen  of  England  while  abroad,  Parker  Dupouy  served  as 
aide  to  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek  and  was  decorated  by  the 
Chinese  Nationalist  Government  at  Chungking  with  the 
Chinese  Blue  Banner  award.  Home  to  marry  Miss  Virginia 
L.  Plummer  last  October,  Dupouy  found  a  Selective  Service 
questionnaire  waiting  for  him.  More  important  was  word 
that  he  had  been  accepted  as  test  pilot  at  the  Republic  Avia- 
tion Corporation  in  New  York  where  the  Thunderbolts  roll 
off  the  production  line.  These  P-47s  are  quite  a  jump  from 
the  battered  planes  of  Chennault's  jungle  which  a  British 
observer  said  he  wouldn't  fly  even  for  a  pleasure  trip. 

►  Some  of  us  heard  Capt.  David  McGovern's  voice  in  a 
broadcast  from  Australia  in  July  last  when  Dudley  Legit 
interviewed  some  flyers  of  an  American  pursuit  squadron 
stationed  at  an  advanced  base  in  the  southern  Paciiic.  The 
squadron,  first  to  go  into  action  against  the  Japs,  Legit  said, 
shot  down  25  Zeros  and  several  bombers  in  less  than  a 
month,  got  a  number  on  the  ground  and  damaged  a  lot  more. 
McGovern  said  his  first  enemy  plane  was  "almost  a  gift" : 
"Tommy  Jennison  and  I  were  leading  a  flight  and  here  was 
a  fellow  straight  ahead  of  us.  We  just  met  and  he  went 
down.  But  my  best  day  was  the  day  Casey  took  a  Zero  off^ 
my  tail  and  saved  my  life.    Six  of  us  dived  into  12  Zeros, 
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and  when  I  got  through  with  them  I  looked  back  right  into 
four  blazing  guns.  Right  on  my  tail  blazing  away  was  a 
Zero  only  100  yards  away.  Casey  came  in  and  shot  him 
down.  When  we  landed,  Casey  said  those  tracer  bullets 
seemed  to  tie  the  Zero  and  my  plane  right  together." 

Altogether  McGovern  got  five  before  he  left  New  Guinea 
and  came  home  to  Providence  in  50  flying  hours  for  fur- 
lough. But  all  was  not  victory.  Once  he  was  forced  down 
on  a  remote  stretch  of  Australian  beach  when  his  fuel  ran 
out  after  a  long  patrol  mission.  He  was  without  food  or 
water  on  that  beach  for  three  days.  When  an  Australian 
plane  sighted  him,  McGovern  signalled  his  acute  thirst, 
and  the  Aussie  flew  to  a  base  for  water.  But  when  he  re- 
turned, the  tide  had  come  in,  making  a  landing  difficult. 
"But  he  didn't  hesitate  a  bit.  He  came  right  in,  and  as  he 
landed  his  fighter  plane,  one  of  his  wheels  caught  a  wave 
which  made  him  ground-loop  and  crash,  killing  him.  As 
badly  as  I  needed  that  canteen  of  water,  I  could  hardly  touch 
It  when  I  realized  this  fellow  had  given  his  life  to  help  me." 

After  further  training  in  the  South,  McGovern  received 
his  Majority  and  last  month  was  on  the  Coast  as  opera- 
tional officer  of  a  pursuit  group. 

►  Some  fly  farther  than  others.  Lt.  Joshua  Rothstein  '41 
wrote  in  April :  "I  have  just  returned  from  a  six  weeks' 
overseas  trip  which  took  me  all  through  Africa,  Arabia,  and 
India.  As  my  plane  landed  in  different  parts  of  the  world, 
I  was  greeted  by  a  few  Brown  men  who  happen  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  far-flung  outposts.  Among  them  were  Lt.  Paul 
Taylor  '41,  Operations  Officer  at  an  airfield  somewhere  in 
India;  and  Lt.  Ralph  E.  Wagner  '36,  Operations  Officer  at 
a  post  somewhere  in  Arabia.  Expect  to  be  leaving  for  an- 
other overseas  hop  any  day  now.  Will  be  looking  forwa«l 
to  reading  the  Alumni  Monthly  upon  my  return."         \ 

Even  more  impressive  is  the  brief  note  from  Major  John  \ 
C.  Henry  '27,  also  accompanying  a  check  for  the  Alumni  \ 
Fund.  "Since  I  wrote  my  1942  check,"  he  wrote,  "I  have 
served  seven  months  overseas  with  the  U.  S.  Army  Air 
Corps.  Two  of  these  months  were  spent  in  Russia.  During 
the  remainder  I  touched  every  continent  but  Australia  and 
flew  55,000  miles  with  the  Air  Transport  Command.  I 
found  Brown  men  in  several  places  around  the  world,  in- 
cluding Moscow." 

Major  Henry  is  the  former  Washington  newspaperman, 
President  of  the  White  House  Correspondents  Association 
when  he  resigned  to  enter  the  service. 
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►  "For  meritorious  achievement"  while  par- 
ticipating in  anti-submarine  flights  off  the 
Atlantic  Coast  in  1942,  Junior  Barney  '41 
of  Longmeadow,  Mass.,  last  month  received 
the  Air  Medal  awarded  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. Lt.  Barney,  well  known  as  a  Varsity 
linesman  on  the  1938  eleven,  had  been  at- 
tached to  a  Sea  Search  Squadron  as  a  bom- 
bardier in  the  latter  months  of  his  year  and 
a  half  of  service.  He  came  to  Brown  from 
Springfield   Classical. 

►  As  Brown  well  knows  from  its  pre-meteor- 
ological  unit,  not  all  fly  who  serve  our  war- 
planes.  But  not  all  describe  their  work  as 
did  Clark  T.  Foster  '40,  who  said,  writing 
from  New  York  this  month :  "I  shall  be  com- 
missioned in  a  few  more  weeks  and  then 
sent  to  parts  unknown  to  consult  local  rain 
gods,  rheumatic  natives,  and  the  infallible 
farmer  in  order  to  make  forecasts  for  any 
wandering  P-38  that  happens  to  drop  in." 

►  When  the  Navy  finally  announced  the 
sinking  of  the  aircraft  carrier  Hornet,  it  was 
learned  that  Lt.  (jg)  Kenneth  B.  White  '39 
and  Lt.  (jg)  James  M.  Nestor  '41  had  been 
aboard.  Although  Nestor  returned  to  Provi- 
dence on  furlough  earlier  in  the  winter,  he 
did  nut  disclose  even  to  his  father.  Dr.  Mi- 
chael J.  Nestor,  City  Superintendent  of 
Health,  that  the  ship  had  been  sunk.  A 
naval  Reservist  while  at  Brown,  Nestor 
shipped  with  the  Hornet  as  a  deck  oflRcer 
on  Jan.  '),  1942. 

Lt.  White,  of  Diamond  Hill,  R.  L,  had 
won  the  Flying  Cross  for  dive-bombing  a 
cruiser  in  the  Battle  of  Midway.  In  the 
Santa  Cruz  fight  he  had  taken  off  from  the 
Hornet  with  other  members  of  his  squadron 
for  a  bombing  mission  against  the  Jap  fleet. 
On  his  return  he  found  the  Hornet  under 
attack  and  was  unable  to  land,  finally  com- 
ing down  on  another  American  carrier. 

►  Ensign  Robert  William  Calhoun  "43, 
named  on  the  Navy's  April  14  casualty  list 
as  missing,  was  the  star  goaltender  on  Brown 
University's  1940  soccer  team.  The  son  ol 
John  William  and  Irene  Dorr  Calhoun,  he 
came  to  Brown  from  Classical  High,  Spring- 
field, Mass.  An  outstanding  player  in 
schoolboy  soccer,  he  tended  goal  for  his 
Freshman  team  and  easily  took  over  the 
Varsity  berth  as  a  Sophomore.  His  play  on 
a  team  that  was  otherwise  but  average  was 
good  enough  to  win  him  honorable  mention 
on  the  all-New  England  squad  for  the  year. 
He  also  swam  tor  Leo  Barry  as  a  Freshman 
swimmer  and  did  some  work  for  the  Brown 
Network.  He  joined  Beta  Theta  Pi  Frater- 
nity. 

Long  interested  in  aviation,  he  took 
C.A.A.  work  as  a  student.  When  he  left 
college  after  two  years,  it  was  to  enlist  in  the 
Naval  Air  Corps,  taking  training  at  Squan- 
tum  and  Jacksonville. 

A  fine  boy,  he  lived  up  to  all  the  high 
recommendations  sent  to  Brown  by  those 
who  knew  him  in  Springfield. 

►  Lt.  William  T.  Humphries  '40  won 
the  Air  Medal  for  his  part  in  the  Africa 
invasion,  but  a  lot  of  the  excitement  came 
on  the  ground.  Trained  as  a  navigator  after 
signing  up  in  November,  1941,  he  asked  to 
go  with  the  Army  Transport  Command, 
and  Iceland  was  his  destination  last  sum- 
mer. After  a  stop  in  Labrador,  they  reached 
Greenland  when  they  had  to  return  because 
of  an  insufiicient  oxygen  supply  for  high 
altitude  flying.  In  August  a  cable  an- 
nounced his  safe  arrival  in  England. 

The  flight  to  Africa  at  the  time  of  the 
invasion  was  the  longest  massed,  unescorted 


troop-carrier  non-stop  hop  ever  achieved 
by  the  Army.  Humphries'  plane  was  one 
of  those  filled  with  paratroops  and  reached 
its  objectives  with  the  first  of  the  unit.  At 
the  airfield  which  they  were  ordered  to  take, 
he  had  to  take  command  and,  under  enemy 
fire,  hold  the  position  until  the  tanks  ar- 
rived. "Never  in  my  life  was  I  so  relieved 
as  when  I  saw  our  tanks  come  in  sight,  " 
he  wrote  afterward. 

Promoted  to  1st  Lt.,  Humphries  and  his 
crew-mates  were  chosen  to  accompany  the 
American  Generals  on  their  inspection  tour 
of  the  North  African  area.  They  were 
royally  received,  and  one  high  spot  was  an 
entertainment  given  by  a  sultan.  The  fliers 
were  detailed  to  different  Generals,  the  last 
for  Humphries  being  Patton.  Life  maga- 
zine on  March  8  showed  him  on  the  steps 
of  Allied  headquarters  in  Eritrea  with 
General  Somervell.

News  Correspondent,  both  described  Soltys 
part  m  the  battle  in  their  stories  of  it. 

His  bomber  was  high  scorer  for  the  day 
with  four  Zeros  wiped  out.  Of  them  Solty- 
siak  and  the  bombardier  shared  the  des- 
truction of  one  Jap  fighter  plane  and  the 
damaging  of  another.  Their  own  plane 
went  home  on  three  motors,  with  wings, 
bomb  bay,  and  nose  badly  battered.  Solty- 
siak  and  his  partner  had  brought  down  an- 
other Jap  in  a  previous  fight,  the  news- 
papermen reported. 

It  was  the  hottest  dog  fight  ever  to  take 
place  over  the  area,  according  to  Robertson. 
"Allied  bomber  crews  fired  many  thousand 
rounds  of  machine-gun  bullets."  Haug- 
land spoke  of  the  enemy's  use,  for  the  first 
time,  of  a  new  kind  of  aerial  control  tower 
technique.  A  silver  Zero  plane  hovered 
1000  feet  above  the  scene  of  the  air  battle, 
directing  the  other  Jap  planes.  It  never 
left  its  "pressbox"  to  take  part  in  the  fight. 


Soltysiak  keeps  right  on  with  his  swim- 
ming in  the  South  Pacific  area,  where  he 
has  been  shooting  down  Jap  Zeros.  In  a 
letter  to  his  old  coach,  E.  Leo  Barry,  written 
early  this  year.  Matt  said:  "Had  my  first 
swim  in  two  months  today.  Water  very 
clear,  like  Florida,  but  a  little  too  tepid  for 
a  cold  blooded  New  Englander."  Matt  said 
he  was  resting  by  the  water  while  his  ship 
had  a  new  motor  put  in.  "On  our  last  busi- 
ness trip  we  ran  into  a  little  trouble — 25  of 
them — "  he  went  on.  "Put  my  second  zero 
up  on  the  scoreboard  in  the  ensuing  battle." 

Of  one  recent  letter  from  Solty,  the 
censor  let  just  enough  through  to  whet  our 
curiosity.  Writing  to  Dr.  Bruce  M.  Bige- 
low  '24,  he  said:  "Not  till  the  outfit  trans- 
ferred to  this  field  (APO  705,  Postmaster, 
San  Francisco)  did  I  read  a  notice — a  bulle- 
tin on  censorship  regulations  and  about 
all  I  am  able  to  say  is  "I  am  happy  and  hope 
you  are,  too.'  Nevertheless  I  will  write  of 
a  few  incidentals  that  might  be  of  interest. 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  were  spent  with 
no  revelry  to  speak  of,  for  most  of  the  out- 
fit was  out  on  one  of  our  frequent  business 
trips  and  more  than  likely  spent  one  of  the 
holidays  tucked  in  a  fox-hole  in  safety  from 
enemy  raiders. 

"One  item  that  should  be  rewarded  with 
at  least  a  smile  (and  there  follow  five  whole 
lines  eliminated  by  the  censor's  brush)  .  .  . 
outstanding  item  on  this  Jap  is  the  upturned 
purple  baseball  cap  he  wears.  Sincerely, 
Matt." 

We'll  all  have  to  wait  to  get  the  answer 
on  that  one. 

y  "We  saw  smoke  shoot  up  to  a  thousand 
feet,  with  flames  300  feet  high,"  Lt.  Robert 
Holrick  Miller  '43  reported  after  paying  a 
visit  to  Japanese  territory  in  New  Guinea. 
He  was  co-pilot  of  a  Bill  Mitchel  bomber 
which  recently  blew  up  Jap  installations, 
setting  huge  fires  to  oil  and  ammunition 
dumps  and  shooting  several  Zero  planes 
out  of  the  skies. 

Miller  left  Brown  University  in  Novem- 
ber, 1941,  to  take  training  at  Randolph 
and  Ellington  Fields,  Texas,  and  won  his 
commission  last  May. 

►  The  Jap  pilot  was  dead.  That  wasn't 
the  most  interesting  fact.  What  caught  the 
attention  of  Lt.  Robert  B.  Downes  '27  was 
a  gold  souvenir  the  Jap  was  wearing.  Its 
inscription  said:  "Pineapple  Bowl,  1-1-40, 
U.  of  Hawaii  6,  Ore.  State  39." 

The  Shield  of  Thea  Delta  Chi  reports 
that  Downes  has  seen  much  action.  He  has 
been  awarded  a  service  ribbon  with  two 
stars.  ^    ^ 

>  Lt.  Thomas  Lohr  '41,  "Little  Dyna- 
mite" on  the  Brown  football  field  as  an 
undergraduate,  is  a  prisoner  of  the  Nazis 
after  one  adventure  too  many  in  Flying 
Fortresses  over  Axis  territory.  One  of  the 
first  Brunonians  to  bomb  Germany,  he  made 
many  a  raiding  flight  from  England  begin- 
ning in  the  spring  of  1942.  At  one  time 
Sgt.  Harris  Smith  '42,  who  was  in  the 
same  bombing  squadron,  wrote:  "Tommy 
is  doing  a  grand  job  of  'flying  the  big 
ones.'  " 

Transferred  to  the  African  front,  Lohr 
made  the  news  stories  first  the  day  Gen. 
Jimmy  Doolittle,  leader  of  the  Tokyo 
foray,  was  a  passenger.  As  the  Fortress 
fought  off  an  attack  by  three  German 
planes,  Tom  received  a  bullet  wound  in  the 
right  arm.  Doolittle  gave  Lohr  first  aid, 
helped   him   away    from   the   controls,   and 
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took  his  place  as  co-pilot.  That  was  in 
November,  and  Tom  wrote  his  family  he 
was  saving  the  bullet  as  a  souvenir. 

Recovered  from  his  wound,  he  was  back 
in  active  service.  On  Jan.  18  he  was  re- 
ported missing  in  action,  subsequently 
listed  as  a  prisoner  of  the  Germans.  In  his 
last  letter  before  that  ill-fated  engagement, 
he  told  his  sister  that  he  was  to  receive  the 
Purple  Heart  and  "some  citation." 

Last  month  his  parents  received  a  char- 
acteristic letter  from  an  officers"  prison  camp 
in  Germany  (OFLAG  21B).  "You  can 
start  planning  meals  for  me  when  I  get  back 
— something  which  is  more  likely  now  than 
a  month  ago,"  Tommy  wrote.  "I  hope  every 
one  at  home  has  stood  the  shock  as  well  as 
I  have  and  feels  as  good  as  I  do  now." 

Tommy,  one  of  Tuss  McLaughry's  smart- 
est halfbacks  —  he  was  really  a  scatback,  he 
was  so  small  and  so  fast — may  not  impress 
his  German  guards  because  of  his  size.  But 
friends  and  classmates  who  know  his  spirit 
and  courage  are  confident  that  Tommy  will 
not  be  a  docile  prisoner.  If  there's  a  way 
out,  he  will  find  it — and  let  his  captors  toss 
him  for  a  loss  if  they  can. 

Fraternities  in  Wartime 

>  >  After  Pearl  Harbor  there  were  fears 
that  education  for  war  could  find  neither 
time  nor  space  for  fraternity  life  at  Brown. 
However,  to  date  fraternity  membership 
has  maintained  its  traditional  50  per  cent 
hold  on  college  enrollment.  At  present 
50.2%  of  the  undergraduates  are  either 
members  or  pledges  of  the  16  active  Brown 
chapters.  A  30  per  cent  decline  in  Univer- 
sity enrollment  resulted  in  a  similar  decline 
in  fraternity  membership. 

Pi  Lambda  Phi,  though  still  active,  tem- 
porarily closed  its  house  at  70  Waterman 
St.  following  a  February  freeze-up.  To  cut 
expense  five  other  houses.  Delta  Phi,  Sigma 
Nu,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
and  Theta  Delta  Chi,  have  stopped  serving 
meals  in  their  dining  rooms  and  now  eat 
on  a  co-operative  basis  with  other  fra- 
ternities.

1916's  Second  General 

►  To  the  Class  of  1916  goes  the  rare  honor 
lor  an  academic  group  of  having  two  Brig- 
adier Generals  on  active  service.  First  to 
achieve  this  rank  was  Francis  W.  Rollins,  of 
whose  promotion  and  military  career  the 
Alumni  Monthly  told  in  November, 
1942.  Now  comes  William  Curtis  Chase, 
son  of  the  late  Ward  B.  Chase  "85,  whom 
President  Roosevelt  nominated  in  March  to 
the  temporary  rank  of  Brigadier  General 
in  the  Army.  Both  Generals  Rollins  and 
Chase  belonged  to  the  103rd  Field  Artillery 
— Rhode  Island's  own — while  they  were  un- 
dergraduates. 

When  he  received  his  A.B.  degree  in 
1916,  Gen.  Chase  was  a  sergeant  in  Battery 
A,  103rd  FA,  which  took  part  in  the  Mex- 
ican border  campaign  and  went  to  France  as 
a  unit  of  the  26th  (Yankee)  Division. 
Transferring   from   artillery  to   cavalry,   he 


advanced  in  grades  in  that  branch  and  held 
the  rank  of  Colonel  at  the  beginning  of  this 
war.  He  is  a  graduate  of  both  infantry  and 
cavalry  schools,  the  Army  War  College, 
and  of  the  Command  and  General  Staff 
School  "31.  He  has  taught  military  science 
and  tactics  at  Michigan  State  College  and 
has  served  at  numerous  military  posts.  News 
of  his  promotion  to  Brigadier  General  came 
a  few  days  after  his  48th  birthday.  ^

►  In  a  citation  which  also  pays  a  compli- 
ment to  Brown  University,  the  International 
Associates  have  decreed  a  Diploma  of 
Merit  to  Dr.  Frederick  L.  Gamage  '82, 
former  headmaster  of  Pawling  School,  in 
recognition  of  60  years  as  counsellor,  guide 
and  friend  of  American  youth.  The  citation 
reads:  "In  the  completion  of  more  than  a 
half-century  in  personal  contact  with  thous- 
ands of  American  youth,  he  has  illustrated 
successfully  the  philosophy  of  real  edu- 
cation, not  a  pouring-in  process,  but  a 
drawing-out,  e-duco.

►  ►  WiLLi.-\M  V,«iiL  Kellen,  A.B.,  LL.D., 
last  surviving  member  ot  his  Class  and  on 
the  Brown  Corporation  since  1892,  died  in 
Boston,  Dec.  20,  1942.  When  he  received 
the  honorary  degree  ol  LL.D.  from  Brown 
in  1903,  he  was  cited  by  President  Faunce 
as  "author  and  speaker,  lover  and  helper 
of  his  Alma  Mater,  leader  in  private  virtue 
and  public  spirit." 

Born  in  South  Truro,  Mass.,  July  3,  1852, 
the  son  of  Rev.  William  and  Rosetta  (Me- 
serve)  Kellen,  he  was  both  student  and  ath- 
lete on  the  Hill,  winning  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
and  playing  on  his  Class  baseball  team  and 
rowing  on  the  Class  crew.  From  Brown  he 
went  to  Boston  University  Law  School, 
where  he  was  graduated  with  the  LL.B.  de- 
gree in  1875.  After  admission  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts bar  in  1876  he  commenced  prac- 
ice  in  Boston.  He  was  a  reporter  of  deci- 
sions of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  editor  of  "Parsons  on  Con- 
tracts," and  author  of  "Index  Digest  of 
Massachusetts   Reports." 

He  was  a  former  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity Club,  Boston,  and  of  Rhode  Island 
Alpha,  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  became  a 
Trustee  of  Brown  in  1892,  and  a  Fellow  in 


1914.  He  had  also  been  a  Trustee  of  Epis- 
copal Theological  School,  and  President  of 
the  General  Theological  Library  of  Boston. 
He  served  on  the  City  of  Boston  Art  Com- 
mission two  years,  was  a  councillor  of  the 
American  Antiquarian  Society,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  several  historical  societies.  His  fra- 
ternity was  Delta  Upsilon.  He  made  gifts 
to  the  John  Hay  Library,  one  of  which  is  a 
scrapbook  history  of  the  Class  of  1872,  and 
followed  closely  the  work  of  the  Corpora- 
tion and  of  the  University.  His  last  im- 
portant public  appearance  at  Brown  was  at 
the  inauguration  of  President  Wriston. 

On  June  28,  1879,  he  married  Ella  Fran- 
ces Sturtevant,  who  bore  him  three  sons 
and  tour  daughters.  Surviving  are  three 
daughters  and  a  son,  Roger  S.  Kellen  '15.

As  an  end  alternating  with  bigger  and 
heavier  team  mates,  he  was  aggressive,  re- 
sourceful, and  quick  in  diagnosing  oppo- 
nents" play.  Like  most  of  his  fellow  players 
in  his  day  of  long  hair,  shin  guards,  head 
bands,  and  informal  coaching,  he  kept  his 
interest  in  Brown  football  through  the 
years. 

As  a  boat  owner  on  the  Hill  he  was  fond 
of  sailing  and  belonged  to  the  Brown  Uni- 
versity Yacht  Club.  He  served  on  the  Junior 
Prom  Committee,  and  was  a  member  of 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon.  When  he  was  grad- 
uated he  went  to  work  in  a  woolen  mill 
near  Worcester,  Mass.  Then  he  became 
treasurer  of  the  Chase  Pulley  Co.,  Provi- 
dence, dealers  in  pulleys  and  boats.  In 
Boston  he  was  assistant  treasurer  of  Arthur 
C.  Almy  Co.,  and  later  head  of  A.  H.  Chase 
Co.,  cotton  brokers,  which  he  organized. 
He  retired  in  1927  and  went  to  California 
to  live. 

On  Oct.  18,  1900,  he  married  Helen 
Richmond  Granger  of  Providence,  who 
died  in  March,  1917,  leaving  a  daughter. 
Miss  Harriet  Granger  Chase.  His  second 
marriage  took  place  Nov.  12,  1928,  to 
Mabel  T.  Loring,  who  survives,  with  the 
daughter,  a  brother,  Frederic  L.  Chase,  and 
a  sister,  Helen  G.  Chase.  For  many  years 
he  belonged  to  the  Agawam  Hunt  and 
Hope  Clubs.

Alter  a  year  at  Harvard  Law  School,  he 
continued  his  studies  in  a  Providence  office, 
and  in  1912  became  a  member  of  the  Rhode 
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Island  bar.  On  Sept.  22,  1920,  he  married 
Miss  Viola  M.  Ashlinc.  who  survives,  with 
two  daughters,  the  Misses  Viola  M.  and 
Anita  F.  McCarthy.  He  belonged  to  the 
Rhode  Island  Bar  A.ssociation,  and  was  a
